Bee-keepers’ Meeting. 


The Bee-keepers’ Association met 
at Leek’s Hall, in Los Angeles, on 
June 17tli, 1876. 
Present, Messrs. 
Hat bis >n, Gordon, L Mnth-R «sinu» 
sen, W. Mulh Ru»inu«»en, Mr». Rich 
ardaon, Messrs. 
Davidson, Wilson, 
Brtick, Philippi, Harmon, E. E. Shat- 
tuck, Herbert Sliattuek, Sinclair, Bu1* 
ler, Hutchings, Winslow, Miles, Gay, 
Hichardson, Levering,Old t mail, til one, 
Martin, Page, and several other gen* 
tienten from this and 
San Diego 
counties. 
The President, J. P. Bruck, called the 
meeting to order. The minutes of the 
last meeting were read and approved. 
Mr. Davidson read a paper ridicul­ 
ing the extravagant notions of many 
persons about the profits to be realized 
in the bee-busi ness, with little or no 
labor and expense. 
Mr. Levering spoke of hives melting 
down, and the best way of preventing 
this and of shading the hives was dis­ 
cussed by Phillippi, Harmon, Stone, 
and others. 
Capt. Gordon introduced Mr. J. S. 
Harbisou, of San Diego. 
Mr. Harbi- 
sou favored the Society with remarks 
upon the best way of obtaining ade­ 
quate returns for our products. 
He 
said the present prospect for the sale 
of honey was gloomy, because at this 
time of year but little honey is con­ 
sumed. 
He advised bee-keepers to 
keep their honey till September, Oc­ 
tober and November, when honey will 
be in better demand for actual con­ 
sumption. 
In regard to the business 
in San Diego county, Mr. H. said 
there would be but little sage honey 
this year. 
The principal harvest 
would be from sumac and buckwheat- 
greasewood. 
There were at present 
20,000 hives in the county, and the 
probable product this year would be 
one million pounds. 
Mr. H. spoke of 
the importance of keeping within the 
truth in regard to statistical reports 
about the busiuess, mentioning in­ 
stances of great lDjury occasioned by 
false reports. 
A general and very interesting dis­ 
cussion ensued in regard to adopting 
a scale of prices for the different 
grades of honey, grading and classi­ 
fying, best way of shipping and 
amount to be shipped to different 
points, and sampling and storing of 
honey.

Major W. H. Forbes, agent of th* 
A. and N. M. express line at Indian 
Welle,dropped dead Sunday while go­ 
ing from dinner to his office.

Wednesday night between a Mr. St. 
John and some Mexicans, employed 
on the same threshing machine. A 
general fight ensued and several sbqts 
were exchanged between the parties, 
but no one seriously injured. 
When Fowler counted out Miller’s 
sheep that be had bought, they lacked 
1,100 of holding out. Out of a band 
that numbered 3,000 a few weeks ago, 
there could only be found 1,927, the 
remainder had strayed or been stolen. 
Mr. Fowler started with the band to 
Arizona, wbere he had another band 
of several hundred. He reports pas­ 
ture scarce In that territory.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


A case of sunstroke occurred at Visalia on 
Sunday. It proved fatal in a few minutes. 
Humor has it that Frank Fixley has pur­ 
chased the San Francisco Evening 1W. 
The death rate of San Frauclsco was greater 
last week than for any week during the past 
five years. The number reached J85. 
The Republicans of San Francisco will open 
the campaign on Wednesday with a grand 
ratification mass meeting. 
The Senate has resumed the study of the 
Charges against Belknap. 
The efforts of Congressmen Luttrell and 
Wlgglnton to have the tax on grape brandy 
reduced to fifty cents per gallon are not likely 
to succeed. 
The House Committee on Public Lands 
have agreed to recommend the passage of 
W lgglnton’» bill confirming settlers’ titles to 
land heretofore claimed by railroad compa­ 
nies within limits of reputed Mexican grants. 
Yesterday a destructive fire occurred In 
Quebec. A space of six hundred feet wide 
and a mile and a half In length was burned 
over. The loss .s Immense. 
On Sunday night, says a Truckee dispatch, 
a number of men, supposed to belong to the 
Caucasian League, set fire to a Chinese cabin, 
occupied by three Chinamen, about a mile 
north of this place. As the Chinamen ran 
out of the cabin they were tired upon by the 
mob, one being killed instantly and another 
seriously wounded. 
A Herald'» special from Sidney, Nebraska, 
dated the 17th, says that a band of Indians 
killed forty men on Thursday, the 16th, at a 
point sixty miles south of that place. Over 
one hundred white men have been killed in 
that section within one week. The Indians 
belong to the Cheyenne Agency, Indian Ter­ 
ritory. 
The San Francisco H ealth Officers report 
the small pox rapidly increasing in that 
city. 
The Time» says the resignation of Bristow 
was a somewhat open seeretabout a fortnight 
ago, and its formal announcem ent was de­ 
layed till after the Cincinnati Convention 
merely to deprive the act of any appearance 
of being made for political effect. 


W e yesterday saw ou the street a 
wagon load of large, fine looking| Cen­ 
tral American oranges. They retailed 
readily at five cents apiece—cheaper 
than 
similar 
sized Los 
Angeles 
oranges can be purchased. There is 
something in this for our people to 
think about. 


On the 1st of September 30,000 troops 
will leave Spain for Cuba. The Span­ 
ish government have resolved to rule 
or ruin the island. 
The indications 
are that the ruin alternative will be 
accepted, as it seems the Cubans must 
all be killed before rule can be estab­ 
lished. 


J u d g e S e p u l v e d a yesterday ren­ 
dered his decision on the constitution­ 
ality of the law creating a Board of 
Public Works for this city. The de­ 
cision is that the law is unconstitu­ 
tional and void. The case will go up 
to the Supreme Court immediately. 


T h e Nom inees. 


I t Is quite true th at through the ac­ 
tion olHhe Cincinnati Convention the 
Republican party lost a good opportu­ 
nity and escaped a great disaster. The 
opportunity was in the nomination of 
B l a i n e or B b is to w , and the disaster 
the nomination of M o r to n or C o n k - 
l i n g . Of the best the convention took 
the least worst, and to have gone far­ 
ther would have been to select the 
not-to-be-endured. 
The competency 
of the men chosen is generally con­ 
ceded,while their availability is some­ 
what questioned. Some of the E ast­ 
ern journals regard H a y e s as the 
weakest candidate that could have 
been selected, while others believe he 
will unite the party and poll its full 
strength. 
Governor H a y e s stands 
well at home, with the single excep­ 
tion that he is charged with being in­ 
volved with and being the leader of 
the great Cincinnati Internal Revenue 
whisky ring, which smells aloud in 
the nostrils of the people of Ohio. 
If 
this ctfhrge is well founded, and the 
evidence can be produced to sustain 
it, the fact will work serious injury to 
the Republican nominee. The Reve­ 
nue frauds have become so general, 
and the effect of the law is so galling, 
th a t perhaps no other smirch save 
th at of being implicated in 
these 
frauds could so damage a man in the 
estimation of the masses. There is 
another wound caused by a thrust 
from the convention’s spear th a t is 
now very sore and will be long in the 
. healing. B r i s t o w was a popular man 
before that convention, and without 
•he wire-pulling th a t prevailed would 
have been the choice after the nomi­ 
nation of B l a i n e became impossible. 
B r i s t o w was unfairly dealt with. 
It 
was understood, if not agreed, that 
when Indiana abandoned M o r to n her 
vote should go over as a unit to B r i s ­ 
to w . This was to transpire on the 
second or third ballot, by which time 
it would be known th at M o r to n had 
or had not a chance for the nom ina­ 
tion. If this compact had been kept 
the position of Indiana on the roll-call 
would have given B r i s t o w just the 
opportunity that presented itself to 
H a y e s , and would have given K en­ 
tucky the nomination th at as it fell 
out was secured to Ohio. The Indiana 
delegation did not keep its promise. 
The going over was postponed until 
the wire m anipulators were enabled 
to bring their influence to bear on 
the Indiana leaders and secure the bolt 
for H a y e s . This manifestation of bad 
faith has naturaily cooled the ardor of 
B b i s t o w ’8 friends and much healing 


balsam will be required to produce 
the healthy condition that prevailed 
prior to the violation of the agree­ 
ment.

THE PUBLIC WORKS ACT. 


Decisiou o l Judge N epal veda—T he Km- 
seutial Features of the Kourd of Pub­ 
lic Work» Act Declared I ucoustltu- 
tioual. 


In the Yith Judicial Court o f the State 
o f California. 
Thomas F. Barbee, 
] 
vs. 
1. 
Joseph Huber,Jr.,City { 
Treasurer. 
This is an application for a writ of 
m andate to compel t lie City Treasurer 
of the City of Los Angeles to pay a 
warrant drawn by the Board of Public 
Works against the Cash Fund of the 
city. 
This case was argued with 
marked ability on both sides. The 
Court bus taken pains to examiue all 
the authorities cited by counsel so as 
to endeavor te render a proper decis­ 
ion in the action. 
As the m atter will 
be appealed it will only be necessary 
for me, in view of the importance of 
the case, to state succinctly the con­ 
clusions reached after a careful inves­ 
tigation of the case. 
The Legislature of the State of Cali­ 
fornia passed an Act "To create a 
Board of Public Works in and for the 
City of Los Angeles,” which Act was 
approved April 3, 1876. The first sec­ 
tion of the Act provides that said 
Board shall consist of three members, 
whose power shall be, "1st.—To have 
complete and exclusive control over, 
and m anagem ent of, the construction, 
repairs and m aintenauceof all zanjas, 
dams, bridges, streets, sewers, alleys, 
gas and gas works, water and water 
works, public parks and buildings, 
and all other public works, and every­ 
thing pertainiug thereto; 2d.—To have 
exclusive power to contract for the 
construction and repairs of all public 
works embraced within the provisions 
of this Act, and complete control over 
the expenditure of all moneys expend­ 
ed for the purposes in this act contem­ 
plated; 3d.—To have full and complete 
control over all the city affairs (the 
City Attorney alone excepted) so far 
as necessary to carry out the object of 
the Act.” 
The second section of the 
Act provides: "All power and control 
over and m anagem ent by the Mayor 
and Council of each, every and all the 
subjects enumerated in this Act, is 
hereby annulled, vacated and set 
aside,and the same vested exclusively 
in the Board of Public Works hereby 
created and established.” 
,Section 3d 
of |the Act provides that the term of 
office of the members of the Board 
shall be three years, and the Governor 
is authorized to appoint the three,and 
until the next municipal election they 
hold office under said appointment. 
The Act provides also th at at the first 
municipal election one member shall 
be elected, and at each annual m unic­ 
ipal election subsequent to that of 1876 
there shall be elected one member to 
hold office for three years (Sec.5). The 
foregoing provisions are all that I 
deem necessary to quote for the pur­ 
pose of determining the constitution, 
ality of the Act. 
I have diligently 
sought in the books for a precedent 
which would fully elucidate the ques­ 
tion at bar. 
I have failed to meet 
with any Act in any of the States of 
the Union which conferred so vast a 
power upon any body w ithin the lim ­ 
its of a municipal corporation, and 
still left the pre-existlugcorporateau- 
thority with its charter in existence. 
I t is undoubtedly the settled law of 
the land that unless the Constitution 
otherwise provides the 
Legislature 
has the authority to amend the char­ 
ter of a municipal corporation,enlarge 
or dim inish itsT*(,wers,extend or limit 
its boundaries, divide the same into 
two or more, consolidate two or more 
into one, overrule its action whenever 
it is deemed unwise, impolitic or u n ­ 
just, and even abolish the municipal­ 
ity altogether, In the legislative dis­ 
cretion. 
In fact, with the exception 
of certain constitutional limitations, 


the power of the Legislature over such 
corporations is "supreme and tran s­ 
cendent.” 
The principie seems to be 
that such corporations have no vested 
rights conferred upon them for civil, 
political or adm inistrative purposes. 
Decisions to this effect have been ren­ 
dered frequently and all over the 
country, until they are too numerous 
for citation. The supremacy of the 
legislative authority over municipal 
corporations is not, however, in ail re­ 
spects unlimited; but the limitations 
must be sought either in the National 
or State constitution, and if not there 
found, in terms or by fair implication, 
they do not exist. 
This brings us to 
the o£se under investigation. Are the 
provisions of the Act in question 
w ithin the constitutional inhibitians? 
Section 37, Article IV, of the State 
constitution, reads as follows: 
"It 
shall be the duty of the Legislature to 
provide for the organization of cities, 
incorporate villages, and to restrict 
their power of taxation, assessment, 
borrowing money, contracting debts, 
and loaning their credit, so as to pre­ 
vent abuses in assessments and in 
contracting debts by such municipal 
corporations.” 
Section 9, Article XI, 
of the constitution of California, is as 
follows: 
“ Each county, town, city 
and incorporated village shall make 
provision for the support of its own 
officers, subject to such restrictions 
and 
regulations 
as 
the Legisla­ 
ture may prescribe.” 
"All officers 
whose election or appointm ent is not 
provided for by the Constitution, and 
all officers whose offices may hereafter 
be created by law, shall be elected by 
the people or appointed, as the Legis­ 
lature may direct.” 
[Art. XI, Sec. 6, 
Constitution of Californio.] 
Both the 
National and State Constitutions con­ 
tain a provision "th a t no law impair­ 
ing the obligation of contracts shall 
ever be passed.” 
The 
provisions 
above cited are the only Constitu­ 
tional provisions which 
have 
any 
bearing upon the case at the bar. 
It 
is clear th at Sec. 37, Art. XI, of our 
Constitution, vests in municipal cor­ 
porations the power of “ taxation, as­ 
sessment, borrowing money, contract­ 
ing debts fend loaning their credits, 
subject to the restriction of the Legis­ 
lature, and this restriction exists so as 
"to prevent abuses in assessments and 
in contracting debts by such munici­ 
pal corporations.” 
1. The Act creating the Board of 
Public Woyks for the city of Los An­ 
geles vests them with the power of 
making contracts and creating debts 
for the city. 
In doing this, the Board 
of Public Works in effect exercises a 
power of taxation. 
The vital question 
comes now, can the Board exercise 
this right constitutionally? It is con­ 
tended, on behalf of the city, that the 
Legislature of California cannot exer­ 
cise its power so as tocoippel a munic­ 
ipal corporation to incur a debt w ith­ 
out the consent of such municipality; 
that the exercise of such a power is 
contrary to the genius of our institu­ 
tions, and coutrary to the representa­ 
tive character of our government; 
that it violates the great principle of 
local self-government, and that the 
Constitution intended to prohibit the 
Legislature from usurping the func­ 
tions of municipal bodies by taking 
upon itself through its constituted 
agents, against the will and without 
the consent of the municipal authori­ 
ties, the performance of duties which 
pertain only to the municipal body 
Itself. In support of their view’s 51 
Illinois and 28 Michigan are cited. 
However much in sympathy I may be, 
personally, with the sentiments ex­ 
pressed by counsel for the city, I am 
unable to agree, judicially to their 
propositions, because it is now beyond 
my power so to do. 
This is not an 
open question in this Htate. 
I t has 
been settled by numerous authorities 
in California that municipal corpora­ 
tions are but subordinate sub-divisions 
of the State government, which may 
be created, altered, or abolished, at the 
will of the Legislature, which may en­ 
large or restrict their powers, direct 
the mode and manner of its exercise, 
and m ay define w hat acts they may or 
may not perform, subject, however, to 
the limitation that the Legislature 
cannot direct, the performance of an 
act which will impair the obligation of 
a contract. 
It is settled in this State 
that the Legislature may apportion 
local powers among the municipal 
corporations, and that the agents who 
administer the affairs of a municipal­ 
ity derive their power from the Legis­ 
lature, and cau only act in obedience 
to Legislative authority; th at the 
original power to control as well as to 
create them, therefore, is in the Legis­ 
lature and that the Legislature can as 
well immediately direct the use and 
disposition of public property, as a 
general rule, as it can immediately do 
this by appointing, or providing for 
the appointm ent of agents, or giving 
authority for that purpose. 
In other 
words, what the Legislature cau au­ 
thorize to be done, it can do itself. 
The Constitution of the ‘State confers 
upon the Legislature all legislative 
power (Article IV, Sec. 1) and if an 
act is within the legitimate exercise of 
that power, it is valid, unless some re­ 
striction or limitation can be found in 
the Constitution either in terms or by 
fair implication. 
There is no prohibi­ 
tion in th at instrum ent against the 
creation by the Legislature of every 
conceivable description of corporate 
authority, and when created "to en­ 
dow it with all the faculties and attri­ 
butes of other pre-existing corporate 
authorities.” 
It follows, if I am cor­ 
rect in what I have already stated, 
that 
the 
Legislature, 
in 
pass­ 
ing the 
Act 
which created 
the 
Board of Public Works, so far as said 
Act conferred upon said Board the 
power of incurring debts without the 
consent of the municipality, acted 
within the constitutional provisions, 
and is valid to that extent. 
It is too 
late in this State to put any other con­ 
struction upon the constitution with­ 
out disturbing m any vested rights. 
With the expediency or policy of the 
purpose of the Act the judiciary have 
nothing to do. 
2, 
But the legislation involved in 
this case is also challenged upon the 
ground that it impairs the obligation 
of contracts, and thereby controvenes 
Article 1, Section 10, of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, and Article 
1, Section 16, of our State Constitu­ 
tion. 
As already stated, the Act 
under investigation gives to the Board 
of Public Works power "to have com­ 
plete and exclusive control over and 
management of gas and gas works, 
water and water works,’ and "every­ 
thing pertaining thereto (Sec. 1); and 
"to have exclusive power and complete 
control over the expenditure of all 
moneys expended for the purposes 
in this Act contemplated.” (Sec. 1.) 
The second section of the act provides: 
"All poweraud coutrol over and m an­ 
agement by the Mayor and Common 
Council, of each, every and ali the 
subjects enumerated in this Act, is 
hereby annulled, vacated and 
set 
aside, and the same vested exclusively 
in the Board of Public Works hereby 
created and established.” In the case 
of the People vs. Hays, (4 Cal., 127) 
our Supreme Court held, and the de­ 
cision stands approved, that the sus­ 
pension, by statute, of remedies, or 


any part thereof, existing when the 
contract was made, is more or less im ­ 
pairing the obligation of the contract, 
and therefore unconstitutional. 
In 
the case of Scarborough vs. Dugan [10 
Cal., 308) the same court made use of 
this language: " It is well settled that 
the Legislature has no right so to regu­ 
late the remedy as that it shall destroy 
the contract by denying all means of 
enforcement, 
a right without a rem ­ 
edy is, practically, no obligation at 
all.” These views were agaiil approv­ 
ed in Robinson vs. Magee, 9 Cal., 81, 
and in Macauly vs. Brooks. 16 Cal., 31. 
In 4 W heaton, page 444, it was decided 
that a grant of a franchise which has 
been accepted and acted upon, partakes 
of the nature of a contract so far as to 
be protected by that clause of the Fed­ 
eral Constitution which inhibits the 
States from passing laws impairing 
the obligation of contracts. 
This rule 
applies where the grant is to a munici­ 
pality as well as to grants to paivate 
corporations. 
1 Paige 102, 10 Barb. 
OilO 
I t is settled that a city, in supply­ 
ing gas and water to its inhabitants, 
acts as a private corporation, and is 
subject to the same duties, liabilities 
and disabilities. 31 Pa. 175, 181. 
55 
N. Y. 50. 
3 Hill 531. To illustrate, 
in the case at the bar, the Gas Com­ 
pany In view of its contract with the 
city, is bound to furnish gas to the in­ 
habitants of the city who desire it, and 
if it fails to furnish it, it is liable in 
damages. And further, the city of Los 
Angeles has a coutract with the Gas 
Company for a certain period of time, 
and at a certain precribed rate the 
company is to supply a certain number 
of lamps, and to be paid by the city a 
certain am ount of money, monthly. 
How can the Gas Company enfore pay­ 
ment in case of refusal by the city to 
comply with its contract? The Board 
of Public W orks cannot be made lia­ 
ble. and the city has no control over 
the fund to satisfy the demand. The 
Los Angeles W ater Company has also 
a coutract with the city; how can the 
remedy be enforced in case of the non­ 
compliance with the contract? 
If the 
act in question does not transfer obli­ 
gations, but only powers, the remedies 
of these companies to obtain the bene­ 
fit of their contract, is impaired, and 
to impair the remedy, is to impair the 
obligations of contracts, and this is u n ­ 
constitutional. 
3. Besides It is not at all clear th at 
the Act is valid, in that it interferes 
with the vested private rights and pri­ 
vate property of the city. 
The gas and gas works, and the 
water used for domestic purposes, be­ 
long to private corporations or com ­ 
panies, and with these, and its con­ 
tracts, the Legislture has no right to 
interfere. 
13 Cal., 343; Dillon on M u­ 
nicipal Corporations, 83; Dartmouth 
Colleges vs. Woodward, 4 W heaton 
577: 53 N. R., 128. 
If I am correct in 
the construction of the Act upon the 
last two points, then it follows that 
the Act creating the Board of Public 
W o ik s lu a n d for the city of Los A n ­ 
geles is invalid. 
The Court estimates in its full signi- 
licance the importance of the ques­ 
tions involved, the delicacy of their 
solution, and the responsibility in­ 
curred in the decision. The Court, 
however, is upheld by the conviction 
that it has done its best in the Investi­ 
gation and decision of the case, and if 
any rights are affected by this de­ 
cision, they can be fully vindicated by 
that tribunal whose superior wisdom 
finally puts at rest the coutroversies in 
our Courts. 
It is, therefore, entered that the de­ 
m urrer to the application and alterna­ 
tive writ be and the same is hereby 
sustained, and th at the writ prayed 
for be, and the same is hereby denied. 
S e p u l v e d a , Judge.
